QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


Mancn 30, 1860. 
Q.—How do spirits ordinarily communicate 
among themselves?

It is sometimes 
strange, yet not so strange eitber—tbe den that 
indivkigals upon the material plane, bare of tbe 
epiriiual plane of life. Eome take it for granted 
that if aplrite have passed from material to 
spiritual things, (bey must, of necessity, know 
everything in each plane of life—tbe one they 
have just len aod the one they afterwards oc- 
cupy. Hence it is that so many individuals are 
deceived by what they cali lying apiriu, some- 
times in one way aod sometimes in another. 
It we could think (hei a epirit would actually 
try to develve persons to thelr Injory. we might 
aay to that spirit, “ Back to your sphere of cx. 
14ence!" A person quay be deceived io regard 
to the resalta of certain things; tbat, you would 
not call falsetiong. But, after all, it teaches 
people one grand lesson: that la to rely upon 
their own judgment, their own powers of rea 
soning, which u the god gives laculty wilbin. 
You must receive tbat which is true to your

A.—We do not wish to question Brother 
Davis' theory, because we believe that every 
idea that be advances, is true to him. If be 
gives that idea as he receives It. it ts true to bim · 
self; yet, that it is the experience of- spirits, 
we know that it is not. 

Q.—Do magnetic bands, such for instance, as 
those advertised by Dr. Raudulpb, of Boston, 
exert apy material infoence in unfolding latent 
clairvoyant powers ? 

A.—We certainly say that they da. 

Q.—You have sometimes epoken of the first 
and second plane of existence now, what about 
the third ? 

A.—We answer, ipaamoch as the experience 
of tho fint plane of life is necessary for our 
upfoldmcent, to the great change to the second, 
is necessary for our more pericct happiness.
